The cauliflower originated over 2,000 years ago in the Mediterranean and Asia Minor region.
Almost all cauliflower grown in the United States comes from California.

In its early stages, cauliflower looks like 
broccoli, which is its closest relative. 

While broccoli opens outward to  
sprout bunches of green florets,  

cauliflower forms a compact head of  
undeveloped white flower buds. 

Cauliflower, or “cabbage flower,” is 
a member of the cabbage family, 
which may help prevent 
certain types of cancer. 
Cauliflower is available 
year-round but is more  
plentiful in the fall.

Cauliflower can be  
eaten raw or cooked.  

Steam or microwave, instead of boiling, 
to better preserve its vitamin content.
